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Government’s £11 m boost 
for town Enterprise Zone 


HARLOW is set to benefit from a 
share of £100m of Government 
investment into 12 of the coun¬ 
try's Enterprise Zones. 

The town will receive up to £11.2m 
which will be used for the construc¬ 
tion of 1.2km of new roads and the 
transformation of vacant land so it is 
ready for private sector development 
next year. 

It is hoped the 51-hectare Harlow 
Enterprise Zone at London Road and 
Templefields east will attract and 
develop businesses from the adva¬ 
nced manufacturing and engineer¬ 
ing, pharmaceuticals, MedTech, 
health care and ICT sectors. 

The aim is to deliver 45,000 square 
metre new floorspace and create 
2,300 new jobs by 2025 as part of a 
longer term development which 
should see at least 5,000 jobs in total 
come to Harlow. 

Local Growth Minister Kris Hop¬ 
kins said yesterday (Wednesday): 
“Harlow Enterprise Zones is making 
great leaps as a centre for business 
and research. Lrom high tech com¬ 
panies to innovative new start-ups, 
they are showing how national 
growth and enterprise is being driv¬ 
en from a local level. 

“This cash boost will enable the 
area to continue to establish itself as 
a major business hub and unlock the 
potential of the zone, creating even 
more jobs for hardworking people 
and attracting new investment to 
the local area. 

“This is part of this Government’s 
long-term economic plan to back 
business and enterprise right across 
the country.” 

The news has been welcomed by 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon , who told 
the Star: “It is a huge boost for 
Harlow. It will create jobs and trans¬ 
form our Enterprise Zone. It will also 
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mean significant improvements to 
our transport infrastructure.” 

Councillor Tony Durcan, Harlow 
Council’s portfolio holder for 
resources and enterprise, said: “This 
is fantastic news for Harlow. The 
Enterprize Zone is already attract¬ 
ing interest from some major poten¬ 
tial occupiers, including interna¬ 
tional businesses, demonstrating 
Harlow’s strengths as a major busi¬ 
ness location. 

“The grant award will enable us to 
deliver on this potential by provid¬ 
ing the Enterprise Zone with the 
necessary supporting infrastructure 
such as roads, power and water. 

“This will then bring businesses in 
to provide new jobs and create new 
opportunities for local people.” 

Greg Clark, chairman of Harlow 
Enterprise Zone Board, said: “This 
funding provides a real boost in the 
next stage in the Enterprise Zone’s 
delivery. 

“A huge amount of work behind the 
scenes has ensured that the 
Enterprise Zone is in a strong posi¬ 
tion to move forward. Harlow’s loca¬ 
tion in the London/Stansted/Cam- 
bridge corridor and the town’s 
Enterprise Zone designation is help¬ 
ing to strengthen private sector con¬ 
fidence in Harlow. 

“The capital grant will build on 
this and enable us to deliver real 
transformation and secure signifi¬ 
cant private sector investment in 
Harlow.” 

Harlow has also recently received 
£10m for the Sir Charles Kao Uni¬ 
versity Technical College and £5m 
for the temporary winter ward at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital.

Storm topples trees 
and rips down roofs 

Service said that it received dozens 
of calls to wind-related incidents 
between 4.30pm and 6.30pm.

While Steve Patrik (@spatpat56) 
said: “Heard it but didn’t see 
anything...#powerful.” 

Other readers took to Facebook. 
Vicki Jolliffe said: “I was at Staple 
Tye, first torrential rain and it felt 
like a whirlwind went through.” 

Mitch Mitchell said: “It nearly 
killed my friends and their newborn 
baby when a tree fell on their car 
while they were driving along 
London Road, Old Harlow.” 
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A HARLOW woman has been 
forced to sleep in her living room 
after Saturday’s storm ripped off 
part of the roof of her house. 

The home of Chris Cranston, 60, 
in Upper Mealines is one of several 
in the area off Trotters Road that 
were damaged by the strong winds. 

Mrs Cranston, pictured, said: 
lost my roof and there is a lot 
of damage. We were just sit¬ 
ting here when all of a 
sudden the sky lit up and 
then a whoosh, like the 
sound of two trains 
passing each other. 

“We went outside to 
check what had hap¬ 
pened and then had 
neighbours telling us our 
roof had fallen off. 

“I called the fire brigade who 
came from Ongar and they were 
excellent.” 

Mrs Cranston’s son along with her 
neighbours, a couple of friends and 
her neigbour’s son-in-law managed 
to get on the roof and secure it. 

“At the moment I’m just praying 


there’s no rain,” she said. “We are 
having to sleep in the living room at 
the moment as the roof is not secure 
over both bedrooms. 

“Next door have some roof dam¬ 
age too and my neighbours on the 
other side have a damaged roof 
that’s just as bad as ours.” 

Mrs Cranston added: “I’d like to 
say a big thank you to everyone who 
came to our rescue including the 
Ongar fire crew and the lads that 
helped us make it safe and 
water tight.” 

The violent storm ripped 
through Harlow, damag¬ 
ing the roofs of five hous¬ 
es and leaving families 
homeless just after 
4.30pm on Saturday. 
There were some reports 
of a brief tornado. 

An Essex County Fire and 
Rescue Service crew from 

Ongar attended as the Harlow 
units were out and about in the 
town. 

Elsewhere, three cars were dam¬ 
aged when a tree toppled over in the 
grounds of Princess Alexandra 
Hospital.

The views of Harlow residents 
must be heard at County Hall 

SIR, I was elected last May to represent the 
people of North Harlow on Essex County 
Council. What I have increasingly 
appreciated is a profoundly undemocratic 
atmosphere in place at Chelmsford, with 
decisions initiated by one or two powerful 
individuals. 

One example that is affecting us here in 
Harlow is the unpopular scheme to link 
Old Harlow via Gilden Way with the Mil. 
This is clearly opposed by many people, 
with 200 residents attending the Civic 
Society meeting only last week to voice 
their opposition. 

This scheme can only add to Harlow's 
congestion and make a bad situation 
worse. What Harlow really needs is a 
bypass to the north. 

When I lobbied county councillor Rodney 
Bass [cabinet member for highways and 
transportation] for this alternative I was 
rejected out of hand. This is the same man 
who, despite strong protest, has made the 
decision to switch off Harlow’s street lights 
permanently during the middle of the 
night next month. 

Conservatives on the county council 
seem to think Harlow is a far away place 
where they can impose their will without 
any consequences. This was seen last week 
with the announcement of the closure of 
two of Harlow's much-cherished children's 
centres. 

I might be in a small minority -1 am one 
of nine Labour councillors out of a total of 
75 members - but I will continue to 
demand the right to be heard for the 
people of Harlow.

This nightmarish scenario - affecting 
access to Mark Hall School and continuous 
noise pollution for the residents of East 
Park, Chippingfield, The Oxleys and 
Mayfield Bakers among others - must not 
be allowed to be realised.

passed away on fanuary 15 
of natural causes but police 
say they are determined to 


carry on with the investiga¬ 
tion into the assault on 
Friday, November 22. 

Detective Constable Mike 
Ferguson, of Harlow Police, 
said: “I was very sad to be 
informed of fake’s death, but 
that has only renewed my 
commitment to put the sus¬ 
pects in this case before the 
courts. 

“fake was reported to have 
been assaulted outside a 
house party in Woodwards 


in Harlow between 10.15- 
11pm. 

“I know there were at least 
35 people at this party but so 
far only a handful of them 
have come forward. I urgent¬ 
ly need these people to tell 
me what they know about 
what happened that night.” 

A 20-year-old man has 
been charged with grievous 
bodily harm without intent 
and assault. He is currently 
on bail to appear at 


Chelmsford Crown Court on 
February 17. 

On Saturday three others 
aged 20, 18 and 17 were 
arrested on suspicion of 
assault. All three have been 
released on police bail until 
February 24.

Family’s tributes to 
murder victim mum 


FRIENDS of a Harlow woman shot 
dead in the United States by her 
future brother-in-law in an appar¬ 
ent murder-suicide are planning to 
release balloons on the day of her 
funeral. 

Kayleigh Dupont, 28, moved to the 
USA when she was 15 after growing 
up in Harlow. 

Her body was found in a bathroom 
at her home in Tennessee on fanuary 
16, along with that of her future 
brother-in-law fustin Bennett, 32. 

Her two-year-old son facoby was 
found unharmed walking around in 
the apartment. 

Authorities investigating her death 
believe it was linked to an earlier 
confrontation with Timothy Bennett 
- the father of her fiance fason - who 
lived with the couple. 

Kayleigh took out a restraining 
order against him on fanuary 14 after 
telling police he had attempted to 
choke her. He was arrested for domes¬ 
tic assault and was ordered to stay 
away from the home where he lived. 

However, police believe his other 
son fustin went to the apartment on 
the night of fanuary 16 and kicked 
down the door to confront her. 
Kayleigh’s fiance was out of town on 
business at the time. 

This week Kayleigh’s mother Kath¬ 
leen Donoghue, 48, of The Briars, 
Harlow, said: “Words could never 
describe the pain of losing my beauti¬ 
ful daughter. She was truly loved by 
all of us; my world is shattered and 
in bits but in time and with the 
grace of God I will have to 
learn to live without her 
until I see her again in 
heaven.” 

Kayleigh grew up 
in Harlow and was a 
pupil at Peterswood 
Primary School and 
then Stewards. 

After moving to 
the USA, she 
settled in 
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Tennessee with fason and their son 
and got a job working for Walmart. 

Kayleigh’s brother Gary, 30 - pic¬ 
tured below with Kayleigh - said: 
“Every time I went to visit her I would 
be so excited, as would she. Her work 
colleagues have been telling me sto¬ 
ries about how excited she was 
knowing I was going over there. 

“I cannot explain how devastating 
this is for me and the family”. 

Writing on his Facebookpage, Gary 
paid tribute to Kayleigh, who also 
leaves brothers Luke, 18, and jack, 17. 
He said: “My lovely beautiful sister I 
will miss you more than anything, 
our childhood memories and cur¬ 
rent memories are and will always be 
there.” 


Kayleigh’s mother added: “She had 
a beautiful soul. She was a beautiful 
person inside and out. She never had 
an enemy in her life. 

“Kayleigh worked so hard all her 
life. She didn’t want to come back 
and she was so happy with fason, but 
she had her life cruelly snatched 
away. It just doesn’t make sense. She 
was my best friend. 

“She was a beautiful soul taken in a 
senseless act. I am broken-hearted 
that someone has taken my only 
daughter away from me. 

“facoby and her family were her 
number one priority. I spoke to her 
every day. She was a fantastic moth¬ 
er, a devoted mother and we miss her 
so much.” 

Tributes have flooded in since news 
of Kayleigh’s death and her family 
say they have been overwhelmed by 
the messages of support that they 
have received. 

Gary added: “From my heart I 
would like to thank everyone for 
their kind words about my beautiful 
sister. There are some touching 
words there and lots of people 
have beautiful memories 
from old friends to new 
friends and family.” 

A charity paid for Mrs 
Donoghue to travel to the 
USA on Tuesday for her 
daughter’s funeral while 
Harlow’s SEEN night¬ 
club - where Mr Dono¬ 
ghue works - have paid 
for his tickets.

Civic society calls for rethink on Ml 1 junction 


PLANS for a new Mil 
junction came under fire at 
the annual meeting of 
Harlow Civic Society. 

Speakers at the meeting, 
which was held at St fohn’s 
ARC and attended by more 
than 160 people, included 
Essex County Council’s 
strategy and engagement 
manager David Sprunt, 
HCS deputy chairman 
lohn Curry and local 
county councillor Mike 
Danvers. 

After a debate a vote was 


taken with an 
overwhelming majority 
opposing the proposal in 
its current form. 

A resolution was passed 
which recognised the 
desirability of creating a 
new junction but strongly 
opposed any scheme to use 
Gilden Way as the access 
road because it would 
“result in an unacceptable 
level of traffic congestion 
in eastern Harlow”. 

It said further 
consideration should be 


given instead to an access 
further north. 

HCS chairman Stan 
Newens said: “There was a 
lively debate with a lot of 
people seeking to speak 
after our four speakers 
spoke about the junction. I 
think it was a really 
successful meeting.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
Harlow Civic Society said: 
“We support the need for a 
new junction since the 
existing junction is at 
capacity and the economic 


prosperity of Harlow 
depends, to a degree, on 
improving road 
communications. 

“However, the route 
proposed would place an 
intolerable strain on the 
town’s road network, 
especially in the east and 
the centre, and would 
prove unacceptably 
disruptive to life in the 
town where traffic volumes 
already cause massive 
delays, fumes, noise and 
general disturbance.”

Harlow Local Plan 


Could Harlow become the 
next Cambridge by 2031?

HARLOW Council is hoping to create a town 
of “aspiration, innovation and prosperity” as 
they prepare their blueprint for development 
over the next 20 years. 

Last Thursday, the authority’s cabinet agreed 
to hold a public consultation on their propos¬ 
als. 

The work will help prepare an updated statu¬ 
tory Local Plan for Harlow which will guide 
where future new housing, jobs and services 
will go in the town up until 2031. 

Cllr Paul Sztumpf, portfolio holder for regen¬ 
eration and chairman of the local develop¬ 
ment plan panel, said: “The local plan will 
provide a framework for the town to secure 
more and better housing, regeneration, a 
thriving economy, a green environment and 
social inclusion. Securing all of these will not 
come without significant challenges, particu¬ 
larly when it comes to protecting our environ¬ 
ment.” 

Harlow’s Local Plan will need to reflect the 
future needs of the community and business¬ 
es, as well as provide a framework for the con¬ 
sideration and assessment of planning appli¬ 
cations. 

The consultation will involve asking the 
public and businesses for views on a series of 
development scenarios which aim to provide 
more housing and jobs. The consultation will 
also include looking at where housing could go 
in the town and outside the town’s borders to 
meet Harlow’s future needs. 

Five options are being put forward by Harlow 
Council. These options provide between 4,000 
and 18,000 homes and between 1,200 and 
18,000 jobs respectively. 

Choosing the later option would provide 
enough homes to “transform Harlow into the 
present-day Cambridge” according to a report 
to councillors. 

But Cllr Sztumpf was keen to point out that 
the proposals could change based on public 
reaction. 

He said: “They are examples - it’s all open for 
debate. This consultation is completely not 
about giving up our green spaces, it’s about 
strengthing our protection in the case of an 


inquiry in public.” 

Each option focuses on a different vision for 
the future from regeneration to improving 
transport links and infrastruture. 

Councillor Phil Waite, portfolio holder for 
environment, said: “All of the suggested 
options will be subject to further evaluation 
taking into account such matters as schools, 
health services, transport and the results of 
the consultation.” 

And Cllr Tony Durcan, portfolio holder for 
resources and enterprise, said: “If we want to 
move this town forward we need housing, 
[and] some needs to be in Harlow. We must 
look at Harlow first. It’s overdue and some¬ 


thing we should do.” 

Conservative group leader Cllr Andrew 
Johnson said: “I fully support more and better 
housing through regeneration and growth, but 
I’ve some concerns about giving a planned 
number of options to the public. 

“It will be very easy for the public to think 
Harlow Council want to build in those places. 
I don’t think they’ll be happy with any of the 
examples in this report.” 

Cllr Emma Toal, portfolio holder for youth 
and citizenship, said: “What do the people of 
Harlow want this town to be like in 2031? I’m 
quite excited and looking forward to what the 
public have to say.” 


‘We’ll be at the mercy of 
developers without plan’ 


A ‘ROBUST’ local plan will help to protect 
Harlow from developers, the town’s rul¬ 
ing Labour group say. 

Cllr Paul Sztumpf explained that with¬ 
out a local plan, rejected planning appli¬ 
cations could be overturned by the 
Government’s planning inspectorate. 

He said: “The truth is Eric Pickles, the 
Government’s local government 
minster, has transformed our 
national planning system into 
a fragmented, developer led 
wish list. 

“The local plan is local peo¬ 
ple’s best and only means of 
shaping their own environment. 

I hope a maximum number of 
people will participate in this 
consultation. Without a 
robust local plan, devel¬ 
opers who get planning 
permission refused 
locally, will simply 
appeal to Mr Pickles 
and win as they 
did on Gilden 
Way.” 


Council leader Mark Wilkinson, pic¬ 
tured, said: “New housing, new jobs and 
having the right infrastructure is key to 
Harlow’s future. These are important 
issues for the town and are among the 
highest priorities for our residents. 

“We are committed to developing this 
plan in an open and transparent manner 
and I hope the consultation will 
bring about a healthy debate. 

“We need new housing for 
Harlow people but where should 
it go?” 

Councillor Phil Waite, portfolio 
holder for environment, said: “If 
the plan is not robust, supported 
by objective evidence, and 
reflects the views of 
Harlow people, we 
will be at the mercy 
of developers and the 
planning inspector¬ 
ate. Decent housing 
is crucial for the 
thriving community 
and has to be our pri¬ 
ority.”

Camera car to deter drivers 
from parking outside schools 


A CAMERA car will soon be 
patrolling the streets of 
Harlow in a bid to deter 
drivers from parking 
illegally or dangerously. 

The Park Safe vehicle, 
which will undergo a year¬ 
long trial, is being 
introduced by the North 
Essex Parking Partnership 
following requests from 
schools and councils for a 
greater enforcement of 
parking restrictions. 

The branded vehicle will 
focus on ‘no stopping’ 
zones including pedestrian 
crossing and zig-zag road 
markings near schools. 
Several schools across the 
area will be patrolled every 
day. 

It will be used to support 
the work of the NEPP’s civil 
enforcement officers who 
patrol areas on foot, freeing 
them up to focus on car 
parks and roads with 
parking permits and ‘no 
waiting’ restrictions. 

The NEPP will review all 
photos taken by the car’s 
on-board CCTV camera to 
determine if a penalty 
charge notice should be 
issued. 

Robert Mitchell, chairman 


of the NEPP joint 
committee, said: “We 
repeatedly receive requests 
from schools, parents, 
residents and councillors to 
boost parking enforcement, 
particularly around school 
sites where parking 
restrictions are specifically 
designed to assist 
pedestrian access but are 
routinely ignored. 

“I am very pleased we are 
rolling out the Park Safe 
patrol car across most of 
north Essex to help make 
our streets safer for 
children and adults alike. It 
will enable us to more 
effectively tackle dangerous 
and negligent parking 
which will assist buses, 
taxis and the flow of 
general traffic, supporting 
our town centres and local 
economies. 

“Our enforcement officers 
will also have more time to 
focus on patrolling car 
parks and permit parking 
areas, improving parking 
space availability for those 
who need it.” 

The vehicle will be 
deployed in Harlow, 

Epping, Uttlesford, 
Colchester and Braintree. 


PARENTS of youngsters who 
attend a respite care centre in 
Harlow threatened with closure 
were still left with questions 
after meeting the county coun¬ 
cillor responsible for children 
and family services. 

Families took the opportunity 
to voice their opposition to the 
proposal to shut The Maples, in 
Hodings Road, when they met 
councillor Dick Madden and 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon on 
Friday. 

Essex County Council, which 
has been consulting on how it 
can develop a better range of 
overnight short-break care, said 
there had been a fall in demand 
for the service. 

Parent Dee McCullough, 32, of 
Woodcroft, takes her daughter to 
The Maples. She said: “To see the 
amount of people who actually 
attended was amazing. It shows 
that there is support for The 
Maples but we have still not had 
the answers we need. 

“In my opinion there was a lot of 
beating around the bush. We’re 
very grateful we had the meeting 
but there just were not the 
answers we wanted. We have 
enough stress without the pres¬ 
sure of not knowing what is going 
to happen. 

“It is not over. We will keep ask¬ 
ing questions about the future of 
The Maples until we get the 
answers we need.” 

Mr Halfon, who has started a 
petition in a bid to secure the 
future of the centre, said the 
meeting had been a “step in the 
right direction”. 

He told the Star: “I was really 
pleased with how it went and I 
will fight to the last day to keep 
the centre open. We still have a 
long way to go but this is progress.

“We also handed Cllr Madden 
the petition with 1,786 online sig¬ 
natures and 563 on paper. He has 
said that he will not make a deci¬ 
sion until he is 100 per cent sure 
that there is alternative provi¬ 
sions for the families that need 
the centre.” 

Mr Halfon added: “I have a 
meeting organised with Eric 
Pickles and Essex County Council 
leader David Finch to speak about 
The Maples and its future, as well 
as other children’s centres in the 
town.” 

Cllr Madden said: “I was pleased 
that Robert Halfon invited me 
here to meet parents whose chil¬ 
dren use The Maples. 

“While the consultation to 
develop and improve the over¬ 
night short breaks service for 
children and young people with 
disabilities has officially closed, I 
thought it incredibly important 
to hear at first-hand further views 
from parents and I will ensure 
everything raised will be cap¬ 
tured in the final consultation 
report. 

“It is no secret that ECC has to 
make financial savings and this 
means a review of all our servic¬ 
es. However, should any changes 
be made to the overnight short 
-breaks service as a result of the 
consultation, I would like to take 
this opportunity to reassure par¬ 
ents that families will continue to 
receive support and no changes 
will take place without the full 
involvement of those who use the 
services.” 

Cllr Madden said he hoped to 
update parents on the outcome of 
the consultation during the next 
few weeks.

MP calls for a cut 
in ‘punitive and 
unfair’ bingo tax 

HARLOW MP Robert Halfon 
has started the ball rolling 
on his campaign to reduce 
the tax levied on bingo tax. 

Mr Halfon visited Mecca 
Bingo in Harlow - which he 
described as “one of the best 
and biggest clubs in the 
country with staff that are 
second to none” - in support 
of the Boost Bingo 
Campaign. 

Clubs are currently subject 
to a gross profit tax of 20 per 
cent while other forms of 
gambling are only taxed at 15 
per cent. 

Mr Halfon described the 20 
per cent figure as both 
“punitive and unfair” and 
said it was a threat to the 
future of clubs. He is now 
planning to raise the matter 
in the House of 
Commons.“We should do 
everything possible to 
support our bingo clubs 
across the country,” he said. 

“The Mecca Bingo in 
Harlow for example, has 
40,000 members. This 
punitive tax is causing many 
bingo clubs to close every 
year all over England and 
that is why I am urging the 
Government to reduce bingo 
duty and ensure a level 
playing field. 

“A tax cut to 15 per cent 
would cost the Treasury 
between £20m-£25m but this 
money would easily be 
recouped by the extra £300m 
they would receive from 
taxing online gambling.”

Views sought on 
future of county’s 
recycling centres 

ESSEX County Council has 
this week launched a survey 
into the way the public uses 
its recycling services. 

It is the start of a process to 
review how household waste 
centres need to change to 
meet long-term 
requirements and to ensure 
the service is delivered in the 
most cost-effective way. 

ECC currently operates 21 
recycling centres - including 
one at River Way in Harlow - 
at an annual cost of around 
£6.4m. Investment in 
kerbside recycling has been 
made in recent years which 
has resulted in fewer people 
disposing of their household 
waste at recycling centres. 

ECC is facing “significant 
financial challenges” as it 
faces making savings of at 
least £235m over the next 
three years and as a result it 
is reviewing spending across 
all the services it provides. 

Cllr Roger Walters, Essex’s 
cabinet member for waste 
and recycling, said: 
“Maintaining expenditure at 
existing levels in the current 
financial climate is 
unsustainable and we have 
to look at where efficiency 
savings could be made.” 

The deadline for responses 
is Sunday, April 20. The 
survey can be filled in online 
at at www.essex.gov.uk/ 
recyclingcentres. Paper 
copies are available at 
libraries and recycling 
centres.

Tough choices, but tax rise will protect services 



T AST week my administration 
J^ioutlined proposals to increase 
council tax by 1.49 per cent, the 
equivalent of just 6 V 2 P a week for 
the average council tax payer in 
Harlow. 

It was a tough choice but a choice 
which will protect services this 
year. 

The increase is part of our budget 
proposals for 2014/15 which aim to 
tackle significant reductions in the 
council's funding. Our budget 
proposes that: 

» The Playhouse, paddling pools 
and Pets' Corner will continue to be 
funded. 

» Charges in neighbourhood 
shopping car parks will stay at the 
same level. 

» Allowances paid to councillors 
are frozen again.

ALMOST £10m has been spent on locum 
doctors by understaffed accident and emer¬ 
gency departments at hospitals in the east 
of England. 

The figures were revealed by emergency 
departments across the region under a 
Freedom of Information request from the 
Labour Party. 

The results revealed that a total of £9.6m 
had been spent on locum doctors and tempo¬ 
rary staff who were drafted in to hospitals to 
provide cover during periods of staff short¬ 
ages last year (2012-13). 

According to the figures, the Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital NHS Trust spent £525,000 on 
A&E locums in 2012/13. But that figure is half 
of what was spent 
the previous year 
when the Harlow 
hospital’s bill exc¬ 
eeded £lm. 

Suzy Stride, 
Labour’s parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for 
Harlow, said: “The 
accident and emer¬ 
gency at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital 
is under pressure 
this year because of 
David Cameron’s 
botched reorganisa¬ 
tion.

Police dog Gunner dies

MP welcomes latest fall 
in town’s jobless totals 


HARLOW MP Robert Halfon has 
welcomed latest unemployment 
figures from the Office of 
National Statistics showing the 
number of people out of work in 
the town is falling. 

The number of unemployed 
claimants in December was 397 
fewer than inDecember 2012 and 
47 fewer than in November.

Youth unemployment also fell 
from 8.8 per cent in May 2010 to 
6.9 per cent in December 2013. 

Mr Halfon, pictured, pointed 
out that the numbers had fallen 
under the Government compared 
to the previous Labour 
administration. 

“Unemployment is now 
significantly lower than when 
Labour was in power, decreasing 
from 5.5 per cent in May 2010 to 
4.3 per cent in December 2013. 

“Youth unemployment has also 
decreased.” 

The figures for the nUK as a 
whole show the number of 
unemployed fell by 167,000. For 
the first time ever there are 30 
million people in work and four 
full-time jobs being created for 
every part-time job. 

Support is available to those 
still struggling, with 
unemployed young people in 
Harlow set to benefit from a 
£6.8m boost from The Big 
Lottery Fund’s youth 
initiative Talent Match. 

The scheme, designed by 
young people to help 
18-24-year-olds who have 
been unemployed or out of 


education for 12 months or more, 
will work in partnership with The 
Princes Trust and local 
organisations to devise the best 
ways to support unemployed 
young people. 

The news comes as recent 
figures from the ONS show that 
despite a fall in unemployment 
there are still some 3,840 young 
people living in the south 
eastwho have been claiming 
jobseekers allowance for more 
than 12 months. 

Harlow, along with Medway 
and Kent Coastal, Hastings, East 
Sussex Coastal, Southend, 
Thurrock and Basildon, have 
been chosen because of the high 
number of youth unemployment. 

Nat Sloane, who is the England 
chairman of the Big Lottery Fund, 
believes that bringing together 
the private sector and charities 
can help to maximise the funds. 

“The funding announced today 
is a key step on a very exciting 
journey as it means real work can 
now begin,” he said. 

“By bringing together the 
private sector and the knowledge 
of key charities, Talent Match will 
help ensure today’s young people 
have the maximum help and 
support they need to find a 
fulfilling and rewarding career.”

THROUGH their hilarious end-of-term play, three Year 
11s exuberantly sketch their new drama teacher's 
progress through two terms of unruly classes, cynical 
colleagues and obstructive caretakers. 

Disillusioned, he departs for the safe waters of a 
private school and leaves behind his students. 

Brought to the stage by Thompson Promotions 
with high energy, break-neck comedy and breath¬ 
taking performances, Teechers is a modern classic 
with something vital to say about education 
for the 'haves' and 'have nots'. 

The cast of three execute Jim 
Thompson's, pictured right, direction 
with timed precision and hilarious /

Kirstie Brough's facial variations 
are wonderfully expressive from 




her portrayal of PE teacher Miss Prime to school bully <

GARDENING & PUZZLES 


Forget the 
spadework 
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EACH autumn, there's a collective, 
nationwide groan as gardeners think 
about the endless digging they'll be 
doing over winter to improve their soil's 
condition for the following year. 

But Charles Dowding, pictured, 
renowned market gardener and expert 
vegetable grower, can offer them some 
good news. 

Over the years, he has conducted 
many experiments comparing the effect 
on plant growth of digging with not 
digging and has found that a 'no-dig' 
approach is the way to go. It not only 
saves time and exertion on digging, 
but also on weeding, because far fewer 
weeds grow on undisturbed soil. 

He insists that growth and quality are 
improved by simply covering beds with 
2.5-5cm (1-2in) of compost over the 
surface. 

"The usual recommendation is to dig 
or even double dig the soil for growing 
vegetables," he says. "Because this is 
repeated so many times, most gardeners 
accept the task without wondering if it 
is really necessary. In fact, there is no 
need to dig at all." 

Initial clearance of weedy and grassy 
ground can mostly be achieved with 
mulches (such as cardboard and 
compost) and some digging out of 
woody plants, then you can maintain 
the plot by weeding regularly. Surface 
compost weathers to a soft mulch over

winter and can be directly sown or 
planted into, he adds. 

"Soil does not need to be mixed, 
stirred, scraped or tickled. Only large 
lumps of organic matter on top require 
some knocking around with a fork or 
rake to create an even surface, mostly in 
winter and spring." 

Dowding has run an experiment since 
2007 to understand the effect on 
soil of digging and not digging, 
comparing growth of the same 
vegetables growing side by side in 
dug and undug beds. 

"In the absence of digging, I 
have found that harvests are as 
high, sometimes higher, while 
some extra quality of growth on 
undug soil may be apparent. 

"Soil in the undug beds, with 
compost on its surface, is well- 
drained, retains more moisture 
in dry springs and grows fewer 
weeds and stronger vegetables, 
especially at the start of the 
season," he explains in his new book 
Veg Journal, which offers month-by¬ 
month no-dig advice. 

A key point in the no-dig approach is 
that undug soil is firm, which is not the 
same as compacted; roots have freedom

to travel and are well-anchored at the 
same time. 

"Fertility is enhanced by an increase 
of undisturbed soil life, which mobilises 
nutrients and helps plant roots to 
access them," he continues. "This is 
most noticeable in early spring, when 


growth on undug soil is generally faster 
by comparison with dug soil, whose 
fertility, in terms of soil life, is still 
recovering from the winter digging." 

In experiments he found that during 
spring and early summer, many 
vegetables on the dug beds, especially 
radish, onions and spinach, started 
growing more slowly, and that in the 
undug beds the leaves of spinach and 
lettuce were thicker and glossier, the 
radish roots were shinier and the onions 
had a deeper colour. 

He says that firm soil is often wrongly 
labelled as 'compacted', yet soil which 
has been mechanically loosened and 


fluffed up is not stable, which is why 
you have to walk on planks after 
digging heavy soil to avoid compaction. 

Compacted soil is squishy when wet, 
rock-like when dry, contains few or no 
worm channels, is hard to crumble in 
your hand and may smell sulphurous 
because of lack of oxygen. It usually 
happens in the top 15-20cm (6-8in) of 
the surface and if it does, he advises 
adding plenty of organic matter. 

He concludes: "My advice is simple: 
disturb your soil as little as possible."

LONE SURVIVOR

BASED on the true story of a failed Navy 
SEALs operation to kill a high-ranking member 
of the Taliban, Lone Survivor is a rousing 
tribute to the men who perished in June 2005 
while serving their country. 

Director Peter Berg is no stranger to 
explosive action and male posturing. Having 
previously helmed The Kingdom, Hancock 
and Battleship, he is the perfect fit for this 
gruelling material. 

It's a heroic and harrowing portrait 
of bravado in combat and the bonds of 
brotherhood behind enemy lines. 

At Bagram Air Base, Marcus Luttrell (Mark 
Wahlberg), Michael Murphy (Taylor Kitsch), 
Danny Dietz (Emile Hirsch) and Matt Axelson 
(Ben Foster) await their assignment. 


During downtime they welcome Shane 
Patton (Alexander Ludwig) into the ranks via 
an initiation ceremony which involves dancing 
in front of the other men and reciting a Navy 
SEALs mantra. 

Soon after, Lieutenant Commander Erik 
Kristensen (Eric Bana) gives the order to 
hunt Ahmad Shah (Yousuf Azami), who is 
suspected of killing marines in Afghanistan. 

But the reconnaissance is fatally compromised 
when three shepherds, two of whom are boys, 
stumble on the SEALs' hiding place. 

The men argue about whether they should 
shoot the locals or let them go. Murphy takes 
the final decision to let the villagers go but 
within hours the SEALs are surrounded by 
hundreds of gun-toting Taliban. 

The title of Berg's film might give away the 
ending, but Lone Survivor still jangles the 
nerves as Luttrell and co refuse to surrender in 
the face of overwhelming odds. 


Wahlberg, Kitsch, Hirsch and Foster rise to 
the physical challenge with gusto, propelling 
themselves around hazardous mountain 
terrain as the enemy swarms. 

Berg directs with aplomb, delivering a final 
30 minutes that will have audiences wincing 
in horror as the quartet fling themselves 
down the Hindu Kush Mountains near 
the Afghanistan-Pakistan border during a 
gunfight with the Taliban. Broken bones 
jut through shattered limbs and bullets 
scythe through flesh as the four-strong team 
continues to fight to the tragic end, aware 
that their struggles could be in vain. 

While Lone Survivor hits hard in the action 
set piece, and leaves us breathless and slightly 
queasy thanks to brilliant make-up, the film is 
underpowered when it comes to fleshing out 
the characters and their back stories.

S IX months ago, I was given 
the Seat Leon 1.4 TSI SE to 
trial on a long-term basis. 

Now, 10,000 miles up and 
down the country through the 
worst urban traffic and the best 
B-road blasts later, I have a 
pretty fine idea of just how good 
an all-rounder it really is. 

The engine is an absolute gem. 
Smooth, quiet and gutsy at low 
revs thanks to turbocharging, 
it’s also vastly more economical 
than you’d imagine. On one 
motorway trip from Bristol to 
Staffordshire I saw a 60-65mph 
cruise rewarded with 62mpg on 
the trip computer. 

Bu, at the other end of the 
spectrum the performance on 
offer is remarkable. A little turbo 
lag is followed swiftly up by 
strong acceleration up to 
5,000rpm or so. Perfect for when 
it’s just you, a dry, winding road 
and some spare petrol in the 
tank. 

The real highlight, however, is 


with my head, the controls or 
my speed - and seemingly with 
no correlation to how tired I felt. 
Bong! Up comes the coffee cup 
symbol and warning on the 
dashboard. It’s like being 
scolded by teacher. 

The only other niggle I found, 
though, was in the (optional) 
sat-nav. The screen is low-res 
and old-tech compared to some 
the Volkswagen Group has, 
although the dear lady inside it 
only mis-directed me once in six 
months of use. 

At the end of the day OU13 
YBM is proof positive that Seat 
has produced a complete car - 
one with broad talent to manage 
the needs of its owners and cope 
with everything asked of it. 

It’s refined, trouble-free and 
economical if treated gently, as 
well as having all the 
practicality it needs. 

The one thing I haven’t 
mentioned yet is the styling, and 
given that the Leon is one of the 
best-looking cars ever built for 
this class you’d be mad not to 
consider it yourself.

getting into it after a tiring day. 
The hush of the drivetrain at idle 
is far more relaxing than diesel 
clatter, and it’s only when you 
live without that noise that you 
realise how much it can bother 
you. 

As for size, the clue is in the 
word ‘compact’ but the Leon 
isn’t the biggest car in the world. 
It’s sized for normal people’s 
normal needs, so obviously you 
can’t get a sofa into it. You can, 
however, get a fridge into it as I 


found out during a mad pre¬ 
closing time dash to Currys. 

Whether it was behind the 
wheel or on the back bench seat 
with my better half installed as 
pilot for the day, I never felt the 
Leon was short on space. 

This generation of car has a 
longer wheelbase than before, 
making room for more 
passenger space. Several 
comfortable trips with parents 
and in-laws in the back are 
testament to how well the Leon 


can cope with everyday life. 

Of course, no car is perfect and 
I did come across some niggles 
during the test. The main one 
was the ‘driver tired’ alert, 
which comes as part of an 
optional safety pack that also 
includes seat belt reminder 
warnings for the rear seats. 

The tiredness recognition 
system would nag away at me 
any time I spent more than 20 
miles on the motorway,

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
